VIENNA EXHIBITION—No. I. 

It has become the fashion now-a-days to pooh-pooh Industrial | 
Expositions as a useless expenditure of money, and as having no | 
commensurate advantages. But we think no one can visit the | 
“world’s outspread” now on view at Vienna without being convinced 
of the extraordinary influence it must exercise upon the continental | 
trade of the future. The present gathering has brought the nations 
of Western Europe, who are so prone to assume their infinite supe- 
riority in all things to the rest of mankind, into direct and intimate 
contact with the vast hordes of Central and Eastern Europe. About 
70 millions of German-speaking population alone are placed, for | 
exainple, in communion with the industries and products of England, | 
and it is to be regretted that English tirms have not taken a deeper | 
interest in this movement, and given to this nation a more promi- 
nent standing. 

From the outset of these articles we must disclaim the credit of 
having been able to describe or discuss the various matters which 
will occupy our attention merely from observation or examination 
of the exhibits. In great part we are indebted to the conversations 
with the natives of the various regions, who in all cases enter with 
every cordiality into any details connected with their departments. 
In fact, this seems to us one of the greatest advantages of this 
assembly; and one of its most striking features is the ease with 
which we can get the most minute and accurate information from 
the best and most intelligent natives of every land from Japan to | 
Patagonia. 

The CoaL Resources or Cara are illustrated by a fair collec- 
tion of specimens of turf, brown coal, and black. The appliances | 
for its extraction are of the simplest and rudest kind. In the majo- | 
rity of cases the coal measure is first observed at its outcrops, gene- | 
rally in the side of a hill, where it has been uncovered by ravine | 
denudation or other accident. A level is then driven in, which they 
have the wit to incline slightly to get rid of the water. As it often 
happens that this gate road is not conformable to the dip of the 
measure &@ point is soon reached, when the road is only 3 or 4 feet 
from the roof of the seam, and it is then pushed no further.

Specimens | 
of each of these coals are to be seen, and though somewhat tender, | 
especially where the seam is near the surface, they appear to be of 
good quality. There is no reason, beyond those already mentioned 
in the taxes of the nobles and want of good roads, why coal should 
not be delivered at the sea board at 10s, to 15s, per ton. The mines 
are more diligently explored in the island of Formosa, and when the 
worthy King of the Celestial can condescend to attend better to his 
earthly dominions, and provide safety for English capital, we may 
expect an immense saving to our marine by coaling our Eastern 
vessels at Chinese ports.
